This was during the adminis- 


tration of Governor George Do- 
naghey, when our Legislature 
voted and appropriated funds 
to build and maintain four Dis- 
trict Agricultural Colleges in 
Arkansas. One to be in North- 
west, Northeast, Southeast, and 
Southwest areas of the state. 
We were a "Natural" for the lo- 
cation and the board to select 
the sites so advised us. All we 
in Hempstead County had to do 
was provide a site, and we had 
lots of 'em. This would take ap- 
proximately 140 acres and we 
could have bought the land for 
some $10,000, less than the cost 
of locating an industry, but we 
couldn't or didn't raise the mo- 
ney. We lacked vision and faith. 
The farmers were very inter- 
ested and enthused but we busi- 
ness men couldn't see the need 
and turned it down. (No vision, 
nor faith.)
